rectly) but of more sorrow a nd crim e In 
genera l tha n a ny other evil w h ich a tllicts 
hum a nity, a nd therefore it is sca rcely nec 
esa a ry to a dd tha t we w ou ld most gla dly 
see it a bolished. 
But so long a s a ma jori 
ty of the people elect to lega lize the con 
(loua n oe of a business w h ich a ll recogui/» 
a s a n evil, a nd w hich som e doubtless he 
Heve to be a necessa ry evil, the conse 


quences of the tra ffic m ust be borne 
So 
long a s the people, for a m on ey consider­ 
a tion, a gree to gra nt to certa in persona 
the right, under certa in restrictions, to sell 


liquor, so long ha s the liquor-seller a right 
to e x p ect rea sona ble protection in the 
prosecution of his tra ffic, a nd it sca rcely 
seem s fa ir to ex a ct con d ition s w h ich it is 
n ex t to im possible to fulfill.
